Family says foster care rules 
need to change

Karla and Mark Fruson were eager to give a foster child i 

a stable home on their farm, east of Didsbury. M 

But after a year of paperwork, training and home ™ 

checks, the couple ran out of steam. 

“All we wanted to do was help hurting kids ... give them 
a safe spot in their stormy lives, but (Alberta Children and 
Youth Services) made that too difficult," Karla Fruson said. 

“After awhile, we just gave up.” 

In 2008, Alberta’s minister of children and youth servic¬ 
es announced tougher regulations for foster homes, 
including monitoring new homes during the first six 
months of operation and consistent assessment guide¬ 
lines for foster families. 

The new rules, a result of a provincewide foster care 
review, had families expressing concern this would only 
make it more difficult to attract new foster families or get 
potential families approved. 

Two years later, that’s exactly what happened, Didsbury 
families say. 

But Yvonne Fritz, newly appointed minister of child and 
youth services, says the “very stringent and very rigorous 
process" was what stakeholders called for during the 
review to better protect children in the province’s care. 

“The former system didn't have strong enough practices 
... we needed rigid guidelines in place and that’s what we 
(now) have,” she said. 

The new rules haven’t squashed the amount of foster 
homes operating in the province, she added. 

In the last year numbers of foster homes in Alberta have 
risen by 77, from 2,301 to about 2,378. Although, Fritz also 
announced this month that at least 100 of those homes are 
“overcapacity,” providing care to more children than they 
are licensed to have. 

The demand for space doesn’t seem to be met and that’s 
frustrating, especially since there seems to be a wealth of 
families turned away, Fruson said. 

“I think you’d be surprised to hear how many families 
here have tried and failed ... we were all there, we were 
all ready to help and we were all turned down." 

The Frusons applied in 2008, the year the new rules 
came into effect, and passed the first few steps of the 
process, including a background and criminal record 
check and caregiver training. 

After a year of waiting, the couple was told they failed 
their home assessment - the last phase, where an Alberta 
child services worker visits the family and looks at parent¬ 
ing skills and home safety. 

The reason they flunked? 

Their dugout was placed too close to the home and pre¬ 
sented a drowning issue. 

Fruson was flummoxed. Her three children have grown | 
up around the pond without it ever being an issue, but she | 
offered to fence it if it meant they could foster. 

“It was the only thing they found wrong so I asked what 
fence they would need around it so it would no longer be 
a problem. They said they didn’t know. "They had never 
dealt with a dugout issue before." SIGNS OF SPRIN

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Residents design new vision for east side

Twenty residents put their heads together last week to 
design a new look for Didsbury’s east side. 

The exercise will help the town create a redevelopment 
plan for the area stretching across to Hwy 582 and 15 Ave. 
and down 20 Ave. 

“Eventually industry will be moving out of this area to 
newly annexed land and we want to know what to put in 
that area instead - boulevards, shops, parks or more 
industry," said Brittany Hutton, manager of planning and 
infrastructure for the Town of Didsbury. 

“This isn’t something that will happen right away but 
over the next 20 years or so." 

At the meeting, people brought up needs for everything 
from more downtown parking to pedestrian walkways 


and maintaining the sense of community. At least half of 
the crowd believed as industry naturally progressed to 
the 14 sectors of annexed land reserved for them, the 
east side should start to mirror the historic downtown 
core. 

Terry Laurin, who lives on the east side of the tracks, 
turned up at the meeting to see what the town was con¬ 
sidering with the area. 

“It’s nice to know the town is putting some thought 
behind what’s happening in town and that we can make 
this place more attractive,” he said. 

“As it is, there’s too much brown space." 

I^aura Tanner, who also took part in the planning ses¬ 
sion, believes it’s important for people to get involved in 
the future of this town. 

She’s hoping to see the east side absorb the downtown’s 
charm, with small storefronts, places to walk and two- 


storey buildings. 

“I think the biggest issue will be the tracks and figuring 
out how to deal with them. They divide the town and have 
this ugly, brown space on either side,” Tanner said. 

“Someone raised the idea of accepting the railway as 
part of our heritage and putting old fashioned station 
benches near the tracks and street lamps up. I like 
that." 

Project designers attending the event, used participants’ 
ideas to do a quick sketch of what development across 
the tracks could look like. The first step could be design¬ 
ing a park on the strip alongside the railway. 

Mayor Brian Wittal heard some concern from the crowd 
that the redevelopment plan will never come to fruition 
and said the park could be laid down within the next two 
years to show taxpayers something tangible. The draft 
plan will be presented in May at an open house. 


In brief 


More speakers could be in stock if the 
honey talk draws in a good crowd, said 
museum society president, Frankie 
Kelly. 

“We want to help get people - especial¬ 
ly seniors - out of the house to relax and 
talk ... and get more use out of this 
building. We think this is a good way to 
do that," Kelly said. 


Community celebrates 
all volunteers 


Didsbury’s Family and Community 
Support Services is honouring volun¬ 
teers differently this year, with hopes of 
drawing out a large crowd. 

For the first time, April 20, the organi¬ 
zation will celebrate all volunteers in 
this town with a party at the Zion 
Evangelical Church. The Didsbury High 
School Band will provide the entertain¬ 
ment as the community enjoys punch, 
coffee and dessert. 

Over 100 people are anticipated - up 
from 2009’s 75 attendees. 

“We feel like we have chased people 
away by offering (individual) awards 
because people didn’t want to be recog¬ 
nized in front of everyone ... so this year 


we will celebrate all the volunteers in 
this community whether they gave an 
hour or a year,” said Jolene Leutschaft, 
FCSS coordinator. 

F"CSS and the Community Services 
Board decided a change was needed as 
fewer non-profits picked volunteers for 
awards. The group has struggled to fill 
empty nomination categories, such as 
the Volunteen Award and Family 
Volunteer Award. 

And when they did find volunteers to 
celebrate, often those people would 
refuse to attend the event where they 
would be honoured with a photo and 
plaque. 

“People kept saying they volunteer 
because they want to, not to get an 
award ... so we struggled to get them to 
come,” Leutschaft said. 

“We think by celebrating everybody, 
people won’t be as reluctant to show up."

“My parents always 
wanted me to sing but I 
was too shy. Now they see 
me singing and writing 
music and I think they’ve 
stepped back, hoping I go 
with it but not wanting to 
push me,” she said.

Still hoping for a chance to take in a “hurting” child, 
Karla and Mark asked if they could foster younger chil¬ 
dren, who wouldn’t he able to go outside without parent 
supervision, but they didn’t get a response. It seemed like 
the ministry wasn’t willing to work with them, Fruson said. 

They have since moved on from the idea, believing it 
was not meant to be - Sheree Andrews knows how they 
feel. 

She applied six years ago to be a foster parent; confident 
that with her background in special needs care she had a 
lot to offer. Three years later, however, she too failed the 
application process. 

“I was honest with them (during the home assessment) 
and said 1 believe in spanking ... I mean my kids probably

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can’t remember the last time they were spanked, but I 
believe in doing it." 

The social worker evaluating her home asked if she 
would agree not to use c-orporal punishment if she got a 
foster child and Andrews agreed to sign a contract to that 
accord. But then, the worker asked her to sign a clause 
saying she wouldn’t spank her biological children either 
and that’s where Andrews drew the line. 

“1 was willing to do everything they asked hut on princi¬ 
ple I couldn’t sign the clause about my own children, so 
they turned us down." 

The ministry told her she couldn’t appeal the decision, 
but she was welcome to apply for an adoption from the 
foster system instead. She did and was turned down again 
three years later for what she believes is the same 1 reason. 

“What ticks me off, is that a Alberta social worker visit¬ 
ed us when we applied to adopt through a Christian 
agency and approved us," she* said. 

“It doesn’t really make sense ... my only guess is the one 
they sent us this time understood our family values more. 
Whatever it was, it makes me wonder if people pass or fail 
their home assessments based on the personal opinion of 
the social worker and if that’s the 1 case, the process needs 
to be changed.” 

The Andrews family is picking up their six-year-old twins 
from Ethiopia next month. 

Hearing the* stories - about being turned down for fami¬ 
ly values to dugouts - has turned Didsbury resident 
Connie Lahucik off fostering. 

She has also heard that an acquaintance of hers - anoth¬ 
er Didsbury family - fell short of the system because she 
already eared for five children. Her friend wanted to pro¬ 
vide weekend respite as a way to ease into foster care. 

“This system seems flawed and it needs to be fixed ... 1 
mean they are really fussy on these home visits and essen¬ 
tially turning down places that may 1 h> great for troubled 
kids," I^ahucik said. 

“I decided not to bother applying. It seems like there 
would be quite a kerfuffle and I don’t want to mess 
around.”

Freezing minimum 
wage in 2010 was

M Several years ago, the 
Alberta government 

announced that minimum 
wage would increase automati¬ 
cally every April 1 by the same percentage as 
the year over year increase in average weekly 
earnings in the province. However, this year the 
government decided to freeze minimum wage at 
$8.80 and have an all-party committee review 
the process used to increase minimum wage in 
the future. 

It was a good move and the government 
deserves some kudos. 

Putting more income in the hands of lower 
income Albertans is important and it’s a goal 
shared L>y the business community. However, 
raising the minimum wage is not the only way 
to achieve that goal. While most employers pay 
above minimum wage already, the extra cost 
can force some to make the tough choice of 
reducing hours, or passing up the opportunity 
to hire more staff. In that case, minimum wage 
hikes can actually hurt those it’s supposed to 
help. 

That’s why freezing minimum wage in 2010 
was a good move, particularly heading into this 
year's summer student hiring season. 

Hopefully this all-party committee review 
wit h include consultation with employers. If so, 
MLAs will hear about a range of options to help 
lower income Albertans. 

For example, in British Columbia and Nova 
Scotia they have a slightly lower minimum 
wage for those who are brand new to the work¬ 
force. The idea of this “training wage” is to rec¬ 
ognize the significant investment employers 
make in training new workers. 

In Ontario, there is a slightly lower minimum 
wage for those under the age of 18 and for 
those who serve liquor. In Quebec, there is a 
separate wage for those who earn tips as a large 
proportion of their income. 

Another option would be to further increase 
the basic personal exemption. In 2010, all 
Albertans can earn $16,825 before paying 
provincial income tax. Someone working full¬ 
time earning minimum wage would earn 
$18,304. Why not raise the basic personal 
exemption so that no Albertan earning mini¬ 
mum wage pays any provincial income tax at 
all? It would be an expensive change, but one 
that would be shared by all taxpayers. And that 
certainly sounds like a better approach than 
simply hiking the minimum wage and asking 
employers to pick up the tab and potentially 
hurting some lower income Albertans.

Time to spring into action

The study found that almost 50 
per cent of the population aged 12 
or older - almost 13 million peo¬ 
ple - were classified as “inactive" 
during their leisure time, meaning 
that they do the equivalent of less 
than half an hour of walking each 
day. 

As well, half of all Canadians 
reported that they usually sat 
most of the day. And during a typ¬ 
ical week, 41 per cent of 
Canadians spent less than one 
hour walking to get to school or 
work or to do errands. 

The study also found that age, 
sex and level of income were 
among the factors that influenced 
an individual’s level of physical 
activity. 

“Individuals in higher income 
groups were more likely to 
engage in physical activity in 
their leisure time. Immigrants, 
regardless of how long they had 
been in Canada, were less likely 
to be at least moderately active in 
their leisure time than were 
Canadians overall,” study offi¬ 
cials said. 

While the study does not identi¬ 
fy specific populations within 


provinces, it does say that rural 
residents are generally more 
active, and hence more fit, than 
their counterparts in large urban 
centres. 

With the health system under 
increasing pressure due to an 
aging population, there is no time 
like the present to make physical 
activity a priority. 

And governments at all levels 
should be doing their part to 
make that happen by making the 
necessary investments in facili¬ 
ties such as swimming pools, are¬ 
nas, bike and walking paths, pub¬ 
lic gymnasiums and the like. 

In West Central Alberta, for 
example, there is a growing need 
for new or upgraded facilities - 
and local taxpayers shouldn’t 
have to carry the whole burden of 
building and paying for those 
facilities. 

“Canadians who were active in 
their leisure time were more like¬ 
ly to rate their health excellent or 
very good,” study officials said. 

That’s a message Alberta fami¬ 
lies, MPs, MLAs and town coun¬ 
cils will hopefully take to heart 
this spring.

While it’s a well-known fact that 
being physically active can help 
with heart health, weight control, 
stress reduction and many other 
things, whether the various levels 
of government are doing enough 
to help people get and keep fit 
remains an open question.

The Didsbury Agricultural Society could 
see stands beef up at the annual rodeo this 
summer, now that Olds has shut down their 
event. 

Olds offered a pro rodeo up until three 
weeks ago, when it asked t he Canadian Pro 
Rodeo Association to officially strike it off 
the circuit . 

The Olds Agricultural Society cited a loss 
of $55,000 to $130,000 each year for the last 
decade as fewer people bought tickets for 
the August fair and rodeo, and has been ask¬ 
ing the event's committees to come up with 
solutions to gain revenue this year. Good 
ideas saved events - as it did with the Heavy 
Horse Show and Junior Livestock Show, 
which have come up with raffles and new 
partnerships with the Calgary Stampede. 

Groups who couldn’t think up ways to 
recoup costs have shut down. The rodeo 
;uid Horticulture Creative Art Show arc two 
such events. 

The Didsbury Ag Society heard about the 
rodeo cancellation last week ;ind say they 
aren’t surprised - rodeos an 1 expensive and 
it’s hard to draw a solid crowd. 

"Neither ()lds or Didsbury are really rodeo 


towns ... this isn’t western country like 
Sundre or Water Valley and so it’s hard It) get 
as many people interested,’’ said Vair 
Whitlow, arena director for the Didsbury 
Agriculture Swiety. 

The Didsbury Rodeo has had its own 
struggles. It was only able to rope in 500 
people last year - 300 less than in 2008 - and 
like Olds, the rodeo hasn’t been much of a 
money-maker. 

But members of the Ag society say they 
have no plans to shut down and anticipate a 
stronger year at the 2010 rodeo. 

“We have been breaking even for the last 
20 years and are still doing fine,’’ said Craig 
Anderson, president of the Didsbury 
Agriculture Society. 

“And we expect this year to be better. 
Even though we art* a semi-rodeo and not 
quite the same as Olds, we think mom peo¬ 
ple looking for a local show will come to 
ours ... and we could also draw more |x>o- 
ple with mu - events.” 

The Didsbury Agricultural Society has 
budgeted $2,(XX) more for the rodeo and fair 
this year. They hope to install a permanent 
building to replace the beer garden tent and 
offer more activities for children, including 
a midway and a visit from the Giggle Gang, 
August 19 and 20.

LOIS E. SHANNON 

Lois E. Shannon (nee Cunningham) was born in 
Didsbury. Alberta on June 8th, 1922 and lived in 
Didsbury her entire life. She passed away quietly 
at the Didsbury Hospital on March 20th, 2010 
after a brief illness. 

Lois married Donald Shannon, also from 
Didsbury, in 1942 and they enjoyed many happy 
years together until his untimely death in 1982. 
She was also predeceased by her brother 
Clarence A. (Hoop) Cunningham of Taber in 
1999. 

She is survived by her sister Alma Shannon, her 
son Richard (Leanne) Shannon, her daughter 
Kathleen Dobson, her granddaughter Rachel 
(Andrew) Zollinger, her grandson Mark Shannon 
and her beloved great grandson Sam Andrew 
Zollinger, all of Calgary. She is also survived by 
numerous nieces and nephews, great nieces and 
nephews and great-great nieces and nephews on 
both sides of her extended family. 

In the early years, Lois followed her husband’s 
travels in the road construction business, keeping 
house for her family in a “modest” trailer and 
often cooked meals for the crew in primitive cir¬ 
cumstances. Lois also worked in the retail busi¬ 
ness in Calgary during WWI1 and in Didsbury in 
later years. She was a volunteer at the Didsbury 
Hospital and the Didsbury Museum and her 
advice was often sought as the Museum tried to 
identify old pictures from their archives. She was 
very involved in planning and organizing many 
Didsbury School Reunions and took great plea¬ 
sure in keeping in contact with her classmates. 
Lois was voracious reader and kept a meticulous 
diary of the books she had read, noting her com¬ 
ments on the quality of the author’s writing, the 
propriety of the subject matter and the language 
used in particular books, many of which failed to 
meet her standards! She took great pride in the 
career and personal accomplishments of her chil¬ 
dren and grandchildren. She was also an avid stu¬ 
dent of history and geography and particularly 
enjoyed her trips to the British Isles and British 
Columbia with Kathleen and followed with keen 
interest Rachel's travels in Europe and the Middle 
East and Mark's adventures in Australia and 
Southeast Asia. 

Lois took tremendous pleasure in her home and 
garden and in keeping up with friends and fami¬ 
ly. She lived independently on her own terms in 
her home until a series of health issues, beginning 
in late 2009, caused her to spend a few weeks in 
the hospital. Her passing marks the end of an era 
for the Cunningham and Shannon families, who 
settled in Didsbury in the early part of the 20th 
century. 

Lois Shannon lived a quiet life of personal 
integrity and she will be greatly missed by her 
family and friends. A celebration of her life will 
be held at a time and place to be announced at a 
later date.
